The Corner in the Sugar Market. 

The high price.of sugar and its continued 
upward tendency’are considerations which 
just now agitate every household. So prime 
anarticle of domestic consumption cannot 
be conveniently dispensed with, and yet 
thousands of families must erase it from the 
list of their daily expenses if the cost should 
advance much beyond the present figure. 
To such. a strait, indeed, judging from the 
existing itldications, they must certainly be 
reduced. Like the Americans of the days 
of the Revolution and of theera of the War 
of. 1812, those of the present generation must 
forego their usnal dessert, and use with spar- 
ing hand the saccharine substance with 
which they have been accustomed to sweet- 
en their morning coffee and evening tea. 

There can be no doubt that our sugar sup- 
ply will be materially diminished in case the 
insurrection. in| the Island of Cuba shall 
‘oontinue thirty days longer. During that 
period the chances are that the live stock 
which is required to haul the cane from the 
fields, and the machinery which is necessary 
to the manufacture of the raw material into 
the merchantable product, will both have 
been ‘destroyed or perverted to different 
purposes by either one or the other of the 
contending armies. The horses and the cattle 
Will be pressed into the service, and the torch 
of the incendiary will be laid upon the mills. 

In view of this contingency the speculators 
in sugar have already operated for a rise. 
They have attempted a “corner” after the 
manner of Broad-street, and, if the shrink- 
age shall not prove too great, large profits 
are certain to be made. The price has ad- 
vanced at least fifty per cent. beyond the 
ordinary rates, and holders anticipate a fur- 
ther rise of one hundred per cent. 

We trust that some advantage will result 
to. the public from this condition of the 
sugar trade. -It ought not to be barren of 
good effects. The fact that we are so greatly 
dependent for our supply upon Cuba should 
excite our own people to a determined effort 
‘to produce sugar of our own manufacture. 
If France can manufacture from sorghum 
cane and ruta bags sufficient sugar for the 
wants of her population, there is no reason 
do the same, The soil of
